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“You don’t think of the problems of a job 
when you’re out there in a patrol unit.”

After a hard day at college and 
work, Brian Patterson and Darryle 
Henderson unwind by patrolling the 
streets of Upland as reserve officers 
with the city’s police deparment. 

Ironically, they say the fast pace 
and constant stress of police work is 
a balm for everyday tension. 

“You don’t think of the problems 
of a job when you’re out there in a 
patrol unit,” says Henderson, 39, a 
pharmacist in Rancho Cucamonga 


and captain of the police reserves. 
Patterson, 24, is a business major at 


CalPoly Pomona and a part-time salesman at 


a local department store. 

In their spare time, they wear badges, 
carry guns and essentially back up regular 
officers on the beat. 

They are not paid — at least in dollars. 
This is strictly volunteer work. 

“You do this more or less because you 
like to do it,” says Patterson. “You've gotta 
be acertain type of person. | don’t intend on 
staying in police work, but it’s something | 
can fall back on.” 

Patterson would someday like to sit 
behind an office door marked “Bank 
Manager.” Tonight he is sitting in the 
passenger seat of police unit 214, tappinga 
finger against his knee and visually 
scanning the streets. 

Officer Virgil Rush drives the vehicle 
back and forth through what is know as 
“Beat 7,” generally the Mountaingreen 
shopping center and surrounding 
neighborhoods. 

Patterson describes himself as Rush’s 
second set of eyes. Upland officers usually 
patrol alone, unless a reserve is available. 

A former volunteer himself, 41-year-old 
Rush coaches his young partner on such 
things as answering a call over the radio. 


The streets are calm on this spring night. 


The officers detain a teenager suspected of 
possessing marijuana and help aman push 
his disabled car off the roadway. 

Between the various stops and radio 
checks of license plates, Patterson and 
Rush talk about their work and the benefits 
of a reserve program. 


“If you’re not sure about police work, the 
best thing to do is join the reserves and see 
how it operates,” advises Rush, his jaws 
working furiously on a wad of chewing gum. 
Before becoming a full-time officer, Rush 
molded brake shoes for railroad trains. 

Patterson adds: ‘“‘It also lets the 
department take a good long look at you.” 

Good and long is about the only way you 
can look a Patterson, a 6-foot-8-inch ex- 
basketball player with bad knees. 

If an extra man is intended to be a 
deterrent to assaults on officers, Patterson 
fits the bill. 

He rides with the police department 
roughly 10 hours a week, squeezing his 
reserve duties between 16 units of college 
work and an 18-hour per week job. 

Upland is authorized to carry 30 reserve 
officers. They are now down to 11. 

Many volunteers in Upland’s 42-year-old 
program have gone on to become full-time

officers. In fact, former Mayor John 
McCarthy, a retired Upland police captain, is 
an alumnus of the reserve program. 

Reserves can enroll in 80-hour or 200- 
hour training programs at Chaffey College or 
the San Bernardino County Sheriff’s 
Academy. Regular officers receive about 460 
hours of training. 

Graduates of the shorter reserve session 
cannot patrol alone. 

During training, reserves are taught to 
use a firearm, administer first-aid and 
defend themselves. 

On this particular night, guns remain 
holstered, while first-aid and self-defense 
are not needed. After four hours on patrol, 
Rush quickly manuevers the squad car back 
to the police station in downtown Upland. 

As the clock approaches 11 p.m., 
Patterson explains that he is in a hurry to 
get home — he’s got a tough economics 
class in the morning. U

Group helps with shock of cancer

Friends are said to divide sorrow and multiply 
happiness; that’s what members of the Parents 
Oncology Group try to do — help each other 
through the trauma of having a child with cancer. 

Upland residents Lee and Kay Sherrard are part 
of the newly-formed group at City of Hope Hospital 
in Duarte. Their daughter Brenda was diagnosed as 
having a form of lymphoma cancer, in January of 
1982. 

According to Lee, when parents come to the 
City of Hope with a child with cancer everything is 
expressed in percentages. It’s‘‘twenty-five percent 
your daughter will make it, that your daughter is 
going to live.” he said. 

Parents have said they didn’t hear anything the 
doctor said for almost two months. The Sherrards 
agree, it takes time for the initial shock to wear off. 

Many parents don’t feel the impact of just what 
their child’s disease will do to their family life for 
months. “When you hear your child has cancer, 
your mind immediately goes numb,” Lee said. 

According to Dr. Morris Powazek, child 
psychologist at City of Hope, parents can give 
other parents a safe outlet for emotional stress. 

Initially, the Parents Oncology Group started 
with a series of educational lectures, then it was 
decided an ongoing family support group was 
needed. 

Sherard said he was frustrated after the 
discovery of his 16-year-old daughter's cancer. 

“When Brenda was first diagnosed, a man who 
knew us called and shared that his daughter had 
been through the same thing ... that there were 
sorne rough days ahead but we could make it 
through,” Sherard said. 

Although at first angry with the caller, Sherard 
said many times he looked back, and the call did 
help. “It’s so important for other families struggling 
to go through it to let them know we made it 
through.” 

Other people who have not shared the 
experience with cancer can’t identify with the many 
emotions and frustrations associated with the 
disease, he said. 

Jealousy and rivalry between siblings, stress on 
a marriage, over-protective grandparents are just 
some of the problems families face, Powasek said. 
Living with possible tradgey is sometimes too 
difficult for families to put into words, the 
psychologist explained. 


“The best prediction of how (a family will) cope 
is the level of communication in the family,” 
Powasek said. “‘It’s easy to get into the conspiracy 
of silence ... the patient is worried, the parents are 
worried (but no one will talk) and that causes 
severe problems.” 

According to Dolores Gracia, a social worker at 
City of Hope, some parents have separated under 
the strain produced when their child was diagnosed 
with cancer while others have grown closer 
together. 

“Patients have done poorly, some have had 
multiple relapses. Parents can learn alot about 
themselves by (sharing) other people’s distress,” 
he said. 

Child rearing is another focus the parents key in 
on during their Tuesday night gatherings. 
According to Gracia, some parents with younger 
children may have stopped disciplining their child. 

“They have to discipline their child regularly, 
even if he (the child) has just had chemo 
(treatments),” she said. 

It’s not just cancer the group talks about, but 
also who is to deal with an obnoxious pre-schooler 
or rebellious adolescent, according to Powasek. 

“Kids are angry at the sickness from the 
treatment,’ Sherard said. He also said children 
undergoing treatment for cancer can be very 
mature. 

“For achild patient, because of their facing 
death, even 7- and 8-year-olds know what’s going 
on. In many cases they are more mature than their 
parents. Their parents won't face up to reality. The 
child educates the parents 50 percent of the time.” 

Having a child with cancer can be a lonely 
experience and parents need not be lonely with the 
City of Hope support group, according to Gracia. 
“Sharing the distress doesn’t make it go away but 
does make it easier to tolerate.” 

Parents in the oncology group have children in 
all phases of treatment; some just beginning, some 
completing, according to Sherard. ‘‘We are 
continuing to learn, you don’t grasp it all (at first).” 

According to Brenda’s mother, the group 
meetings have evolved into a potluck with 
socializing. The difference between this group and 
another gathering of parents are the topics of 
conversation. 

“Our conversations revolve around blood 
counts, drugs most people have never heard of, 
what that drug does, loss of hair and nausea,” 
Sherard said. 


He said parents were well aware of their 
children’s chances of remission and have to face 
life with the fear the disease may return. 

Going to school to explain to school officials 
what is happening to their children is one 
experience parents in the support group have 
shared. 

“Parents have gone to school and sat down with 
teachers (to explain the disease) ... A teacher 
(sometimes) doesn’t understand the trauma of a 
child (who has lost hair because of treatment) on 
the playground. They may think cancer is 
contagious ... Once they know and the teacher 
informs students, the child is left alone,” Sherard 
said. 

Something a teacher may not know is that an ill 
student may be taking certain drugs to slow him or

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Stamp dealer finds history in box 


A stamp dealer from Upland 
acquired a box of merchandise 
from a Michigan firm and 
discovered a packet of letters sent 
from Maine to Pomona nearly 100 
years ago. 

Stuart Grossman, operator of 
Mikstu Stamp Co. in Riverside, was 
startled when he found the 65 
letters, most of them with stamps 
cut from the envelopes. 

The letters, Grossman explained, 
were not described as part of the 
box lot he purchased in a stamp 
auction. “Only the most important 
items are described and you take 
whatever else comes along with it,” 
he said. 

“But this is very unusual. I’ve 
never come across anything like 
this before.” 

A curious Grossman one day 
opened one of the old, fragile 
envelopes and began to decipher 
its contents. Each letter revealed a 
bit about the lives of Cassie and 
Frank B. Foss, who arrived in 
Pomona on Thanksgiving Day 1884. 

Most all of the letters were 
written to the Pomona couple by 
Mrs. Foss’s parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
William B. Sanderson of Bethel, 
Maine. 

One letter was mailed to Semi- 
Tropic, Calif. All the others were 
sent to Pomona. 

And most are signed ‘“‘Wm. 
Sanderson.” In that era, Grossman 
surmised, people apparently signed 
their full names even when writing 
to close relatives. 

Inside the letters, Grossman 
discovered swatches of cloth, many 
recipes and even a stick of 
homemade chewing gum. Mrs. 
Sanderson shared recipes with her 
daughter and sometimes asked her 
to approve fabrics she had selected 
for a new dress or shirt. 

The letters reveal the elder 
couple’s anxiety about life in the 
“wild and woolly West.” They often 
expressed fear that an earthquake 
would dump the state into the 
Pacific Ocean. They talked of 





tropical storms, sandstorms and 
high crime rates, Grossman related. 

Each letter, Grossman said, 
includes a plea for the Fosses to 
return to Maine. But in the end, he 
revealed, the reverse happened and 
the Sandersons moved to California 
to be with their daughter. 

Foss by 1886 had acquired 160 
acres of land. He was capable of 
pulling a questionable deal, said 
Grossman. The letters reveal that 
Foss lent Sanderson $10,000 and 
resold the note to his own father 
even though the loan was repaid. 

The Sandersons suffered when 
they learned of their son-in-law’s 
action, said Grossman. However, 
they refused to tell Foss’s father 
about it and spent the remainder of 
their lives trying in vain to repay the 
note a second time, Grossman 
learned. 

The letters are like a scenario for 
a soap opera. And, said Grossman, 
“| got hooked.” 

One letter, written by a visitor to 
the Foss home, describes a 
perilous train trip across the nation. 
It describes a near disaster.in 
Cimarron, N.M. The writer said she 
and her family disembarked and 
were walking along the tracks when 
a huge boulder tumbled from a 
nearby hillside and nearly struck 
her son, Grossman said. 

The letters describe a fire that 
caused $75 million worth of 
damage in Boston, Mass., in 1889 
and tell of a flood in Pomona on 
Jan. 22, 1886, that drew national 
news coverage. “Many crops and 
lives were lost,” Grossman 
reported. 

The letters show similarities and 
differences between life in the 
1880s and 1980s. Cassandra Foss, 
Grossman said, told her parents not 
to send her clothes from Maine 
because life in Pomona was more 
casual and the eastern wardrobe 
would be inappropriate in sunny 
California. On the other hand, he 
noted, the freight rate in the 1880s 
was just $1.25 for 100 pounds.

One letter referred to a “decline 
in business” at paper mills in 
Maine. But as modern-day 
businessmen sometimes do, the 
writer expressed hope that times 
would improve after the election in 
1896, Grossman said. 


After Sanderson apparently died, 


Mrs. Sanderson returned to Maine 
only to find that Foss had bilked 
her bank account, Grossman said. 
Her checks bounced “right and 
left,” he said. 

The last letter — a cliffhanger 












rossman reads one of the letters written to a Pomona 


that leaves the reader eager for 
more information about the family 
— was written in 1899. We never 
learn if Mrs. Sanderson succeeded 
in returning to California. And we're 
left wondering what happened to 
the cast of characters who by this 
time ‘‘seem like family,’ Grossman 
remarked. 

In the hope of learning if 
descendants of the family remain in 
the area, Grossman said he will 
display his “rare find” in his store 
at 3556 University Ave., Riverside.

George Washington 
led Freemason’s life

The just concluded miniseries on TV about 
George Washington failed to show that the 
president’s historic and eventful career was 
interwoven with an active and colorful life as a 
Freemason. 

The oft-spoken words commemorating his 
life, ‘First in war, first in peace, first in the 
hearts of his countrymen,’ contains another 
phrase added by Masons — ‘surely first in the 
hearts of his bretheren in freemasonry.’ 

Washington was initiated into 
Freemasonry on Nov. 4, 1752 and became a 
master Mason on Aug. 4, 1753. He was so 
dedicated to the principles of masonry that he 
traveled more than 50 miles on horseback to 
receive each of the three degrees of Masonry. 

When he was inauguarated president, he 
was also serving as Master of Alexandria 
Masonic Lodge No. 39 in Alexandria, Va. He 
also officiated at the Masonic cornerstone 
laying of the Capitol Building in Washington 
DC on Sept. 19, 1793. 

During his lifetime, he apeared in many 
public processions of Freemasonry and 
always spoke affectionately of Masonry in his 
private and public correspondence.

License program 
gets howling start 


“Love Me ... License Me” is the theme of the 
1984-85 Annual County Dog Licensing Campaign 
May 1 through July 31. 

During this three-month period low cost rabies 
vaccination (dogs only) and dog licensing clinics 
will be held countywide. 

Rabies vaccinations will be offered at a reduced 
clinic rate of $3. Annual license fees are $15 witha 
discount rate of $7.50 for dogs having proof of spay 
or neuter.

All dogs over four months of age in the 
unincorporated areas of the county and the cities 
of Ontario, Rancho Cucamonga, Grand Terrace and 
Big Bear Lake must be licensed annually through 
the county Animal Control Services. 

Once a dog reaches the age of 4 months, the 
owner has 30 days in which to get their dog 
vaccinated for rabies and licensed. Any person 
acquiring a dog or moving with a dog into the above 
areas has 15 days in which to get their dog 
licensed. This applies to all dogs, even if they have 
a current license from a previous residence. 

All current county dog licenses expire on June 
30 of this year, regardless of when they were 
purchased. 

After July 31, owners of unlicensed dogs face a 
delinquent fee of $25 for all licenses, including 
altered, and the possibility of receiving a citation 
for the violation of the state and county health 
laws. 

Dogs vaccinated in California in 1983 only 
require relicensing. Their owners may purchase 
their dog license through the mail, at one of the 
local clinics, or at the local license purchasing 
office:

When obtaining a dog license by mail, be sure RCs 
to enclose the current rabies certificate or last 
year’s license receipt along with a check or money 
order for the correct license fee to Department of 
Public Health, 351 N. Mt. View Ave., San Bernardino 
91415, Attn: Dog License. 

The new license tag as well as the rabies 
certificate and receipt will be sent in the mail.

Rancho Cucamongdas Planned, Community

oF he well-hinged door to the Victoria 
Planned Community is opening 
slowly to provide a glimpse of a 
housing development that someday will 
encompass 10 percent of Rancho 
Cucamonga. 

Almost three years after its approval by 
the city council, the 2,150-acre project is 
taking off. In less than two weeks since 
Victoria’s grand opening, more than 120 yet- 
unbuilt homes in the initial three 
subdivisions have been snapped up by eager 
buyers. 

The William Lyon Co., which is 
developing the community, will not be 
building all of the 8,865 homes at once. But 
now that the door has opened, it will not 
shut again until the project is completed, 
said Gary Mechling, regional vice president, 
in an interview at the recently-constructed 
model homes. 

“It won’t stop now,” he said as a steady 
stream of people toured the models. “You 
don’t want to run out of product.” 

Eventually, Victoria will be home to 
approximately 25,000 people living in four 
villages. 

As the 737 units in the first phase are 
constructed, the company hopes to begin 
construction of 849 homes in another 
village. That overlapping format will be used 
throughout the life of the project, until it is 
completed in 10 to 15 years. 

“They won't build an entire village at a 
time,” said city Community Development 
Director Jack Lam. ‘“‘A careful builder will try 


not to overbuild the market (but) do as much 
presale as possible.” 

Victoria Wind Rows, at the northeast 
boundary of the community, is leading off 
with three ‘residential neighborhoods.” The 
second will be Victoria Groves, located in 
the northwest. 

Others are Victoria Vineyards, located 
between the first two, and Victoria Lakes, 
the southernmost village and the one that 
will hold a major shopping center. 

The four villages will be interconnected 
with the Victoria Linear Park, which will have 
a continuouis pededstrian and bicycle trail 
system. The Groves, Vineyards and 
Windrows will have multiple-use community 
facilities, while the a city park will be 
provided at Lakes area. 

Mechling, who supervised the 
development of Huntington Harbour in 
Huntington Beach and Wood Ranch in Simi 
Valley, is convinced the Lyon Co. has a good 
thing going in Victoria. 

“We think we’ve got the best product at 
the best price in the best community, and | 
think you could see that by the sales,” he 
said. 

The first houses to be built — all 
detached single-family — will range 
between $55,990 and $105,990. 

They will be between 762 and 1,790 
square feet, on lot sizes from 3,000 to 7,200 
square feet. The first ones should be 
finished in the summer, Mechling said. 

Lam said he expected many first time 
homebuyers, a prediction verified by the 








number of young couples touring the three 
models in each of the three neighborhoods. 

David and Carolyn Guzallis, who have 
been married for six years, have been 
renting their home in Ontario. They bought 
one of the Victoria houses. 

“They seem to be offering so much more 
for less,” Mrs. Guzallis said. 

Jeanne Whitebread and her husband’ own 
a home in Glendora, but were impressed 
with the quality and styles in Victoria, she 
said. Her mother, Barbara Blakeman, added, 
“| don’t know where anybody can go and 
buy this reasonable.” 

Mechling said he challenges anyone to 
find Lyon-quality homes at the price offered 
in Victoria. 

“I think the toughest thing people are 
having to deal with in Victoria is the value 
they’re receiving for the price they’re 
paying,” he said. “I get the impression they 
think something is hidden.” 

The Victoria land is ‘‘a very significant 
piece of property,” he said. 

“In order to develop that piece of 
property, you have to sell a lot of houses,” 
he said. “(Subsequently), we don’t need to 
make an inordinate amount of money on 
each home.” 

Mechling said he believes the project will 
be completed by the year 2000. Homeowners 
will find their property even more valuable 
because it is in a planned community, he 
said. 

‘They know what the future is going to 
hold around them,” he said.

Scott enters 
important mile 


Former Uplander Steve Scott, America’s 
premier miler and a favorite to win the 
Olympic 1,500-meter title, will head the field 
in the featured mile event at the Pepsi 
Invitational track meet Sunday, May 13 at 
UCLA’s Drake Stadium in Westwood. 

The Pepsi is the most important track 
and field competition leading up to the Final 
Olympic Trials in June. 

Scott, who achieved prep stardom at 
Upland High School and collegiate notoriety 
at UC Irvine, is the second fastest miler in 
history. His best of 3:47.69 set on Oslo’s 
famed Bislett Stadium track is only .36 
behind Sebastian Coe’s world record. 

The durable distance runner, who makes 
his home in Scottsdale, Ariz., is the 
American record holder in the 1,500 meters, 
mite and 2,000 meters. He was the silver 
medalist in the 1,500 meters at the World 
Athletics Championships last summer in 
Helsinki, Finland. 

Scott has been the top-ranked miler in 
the United States seven years in a row and 
has been rated second in the world the past 
two seasons.
